jury service, he had the fate of the de- 


fendant in the hollow of his hand. could 
have hung him for an unpremeditated 
murder, but which, the evidence showed. 
mitigating circumstances in strict justice 
forbade, so pliant and so powerless were 
the other 11 to reason for themselves on 
the basis of the evidence submitted.
